WEAK HEART IS A BOGEY. 

English Physician Thinks There 
Is Too Much Coddling. 

7*io weightiest of warnings 1ms 
been delivered by Dr. James Good- 
hart, LL.D., addressed both to the 
public und to the medical profession, 
against the evils of treating healthy 
heurts as diseased. 

Dr. Goodhart's admonition was 
given in the course of his Cavendish 
lecture to the West London Medico- 
Chi rurgical Society at Hummersmith 
Town Hall. 

^'lt is a harmful thing for any 
one to coddle his heart when there 
is no disease, and 1 think we (the 
medical profession) arc far too in¬ 
strumental in aiding and abetting 
this,” he declared. 

Commenting on the way tho terms 
"dilated heart." und "heart strain" 
wero abused, he said that the last 
case he had was thut of a young 
man who complained that he had 
strained his heurt while rowing three 
years ugo, and that the organ still 
"ran away" if he did anything vio¬ 
lent. The truth, however, wus that 
the mun tfas a weakling, with no 
disease of the heart. The treatment 
for it, if it could be adopted, would 
be to send him rough-riding over u 
cattle ranch for a year or two, for 
his heart and muscular system need¬ 
ed more work and not less. 

"One may deal a little less ex¬ 
travagantly with the principle of 
rest I often see. as 1 think, this 
treatment pushed too far. I see 
people absolutely forbidden to walk 
uphill, or ‘exercised’ in a bath chair, 
or carried up and down stairs. 

"We do far more good by pro¬ 
nouncing people sound, even if out 
of health, and thus sending them 
forth with renewed hope, than by 
keeping them the chains of uncer¬ 
tainty and nervous dread, thau 
which nothing can be more crushing 
to the utility of a life or more harm¬ 
ful to the chance of regaining health. 

"I know of no symptoms of u 
weuk heart.' Yet the use of tho 
term loads cither to a state of ner¬ 
vous dread from which recovery is 
most difficult, or else to a life of lux¬ 
urious idleness, which, by the enerva¬ 
tion it causes, is likely, sooner or 
later to be precedent to the end it 
would seek to avoid."

cases a little may be done to dis¬ 
guise the taste. Castor oil is best 
taken in milk, coffee, or brandy. It 
may bo made into a tasteless emul¬ 
sion by adding a little cinnamon 
water or orange-flower water, a few 
drops of liquor potassae, and a drop 
or two of oil of lemon. This is as 
palatable as milk if properly made, 
i Epsom salts may be disguised by 
] peppermint water, quinine or cin- 
| chona by milk, senna f>v cloves, and 
aloes by liquorice. A pinch of salt 
on the tongue previous to taking will 
effectually disguise the taste of sali- 
cin or salicylate of soda; but In the 
majority of cases, by closing the 
nostrils tightly with the finger und 
thumb during the process of swallow- 
ing medicine, no taste whatever is 
appreciable.

SESSION ENDED AT LAST 


PARLIAMENT 
BEEN PROROGUED. 

Qowwraor - General ’ Closed the 
House and the Members Go 
Bach to Their Homes. 

A despatch from Ottawa says:— 
The first session of the Tenth Parlia¬ 
ment of Canada is at an end. The 
Commons closed up its business on 
Thursday morning, and the Senate 
cleared off its order paper in half on 
hour in the afternoon, so that at 8 
o'clock his Excellency was enabled 
to come down to tho Upper House 
and .formally declare that Parlia¬ 
ment was prorogued until Aug. 29, 
the usual forty days' adjournment as 
provided by constitutional usage. 

His Excellency arrived at tho Par¬ 
liament Buildings promptly at 8 


o'clock. Ho was accompanied by tho 
P.L.D.O. under Lieut. C. J. BurriU. 
At tho entrance to the Parliament 
Buildings the Governor-General was; 
received by Sir Wilfrid Lauricr and; 
tho Hon. It. W. Scott, together with 
a number of prominent officers of the 
headquarters staff. 

The Royal assent was given to a. 
number of bills. 

His Excellency was then pleased to 
formally prorogue Parliament with 
the following speech from the throne: 

THE SPEECH. 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Sen¬ 
ate:— 

Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
jaons:— 

In relieving you from this laborious 
and long-protracted session I desire 
to express my heartv congratulations 
on the passage of the two important 
measures providing for the entry in¬ 
to the Confederation of the Provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The unparalleled increase in the 
population during the last three 
years of the areas tho new provinces 
embraco affords the strongest evi¬ 
dence that at no distant date they 
will be the homes of many millions of 
prosperous and contented people. 

The fair prospect of an unusally 
abundant harvest, not alone in the 
three prairie provinces, but also in 
other parts of this wide Dominion, 
will, I trust, under a kind Provi¬ 
dence, be fully realized. Justifying the 
hope that the stream #f immigration 
now flowing into the Dominion will 
continue for many years to come, 
adding wealth to this highly favored 
land. 

The addition to the number of the 
permanent force which you have au¬ 
thorized will enable my Government 
to relieve taxpayers of the United 
Kingdom from the burden of keeping 
up the garrisons at Esquimalt and 
at Halifax. 

It Is very gratifying to note that 
the revenue of the Dominion con¬ 
tinues to maintain the high level it 
had reached two years ago, thus en- 
abling my Government to meet tho 
increased expenditure chargeable 
against consolidated revenue, leaving 
a surplus to apply on capital ac¬ 
count. 

The numerous private bills for In¬ 
dustrial objects to which I have as¬ 
sented point to tho existence of 
many new enterprises. Gentlemen of 
tho House of Commons, I thank you, 
In his Majesty’s name, for the sup¬ 
plies you have so liberally voted. 

Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate: 

Gentlemen of the House of Com¬ 
mons: 

In returning to your several homes 
allow me to express the hope that 
you will find abundant evidences of 
the growing prosperity, and that be¬ 
fore we meet again at another ses¬ 
sion somo progress may have been 
made in tho work of constructing tho 
national transcontinental railway, so 
soon to become a necessity for the 
transportation of the annually in¬ 
creasing products of the West. 
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Rojestvensky, in his report on the 
Battle of the Sea of Japan. which 
resulted in the practical annihilation 
of his fleet, says that his ships were 
bad. They had been not only hastily, 
but dishonestly, built. The thickness 
of their armor did not ugree with 
the official figures in the cftso of any 
of the vessels. Moreover, it was of 
inferior quality. The shells were 
bad. Two-thirds of them did not 
explode. None of the ships was able 
to carry the necessary coal. None 
of them attained the guaranteed 
speed. The engines and boilers were 
poor and always required repairs. 
Two-thirds of the crews, including 
those of Vice-Admiral Niebogatoff's 
squadron, were incapable. The gun¬ 
ners were ignorant of the elementary 
laws of firing. A mutiny occurred 
while the fleet wus at Madagascar, 
and fourteen men were executed. Ad¬ 
miral Roiestvensk.v had to train 
guns on two of his ships, the Ad¬ 
miral Senia'in and Admiral Aprav- 
ine, to restore order. The crews had 
decided secretly to surrender to the 
enemy. This was discovered too 
late. There was another mutiny in 
Vice-Admiral Niebognfo'f's squadron, 
near Formosa Island, and Admiral 
Rojestvensky had difficulty in pre¬ 
venting the mutineers from seizing 
the greater part of the squadron. Ad¬ 
miral Ho estvensky siw from the 
outs* t of the battle that the Admir¬ 
al Sen av In and Admiral Apraxine 
were not huhting, and were ignoring 
orders. They onl.v l!red when he 
sent torpedo bouts to them and 
threatened to sink them unless they 
obeyed. 

AI.L, ORDKits IGNORED, 

If Admiru] Rojestvensky had not 
been wounded nf the beginning of the 
battle the result might have bo^n 
different. Almost simultaneously 
with his removal to a torpedo boat, 
Admiral Enquist disappeared. Admir¬ 
al Koclkcrsuhm was killed, and Ad¬ 
miral Nicbogatoff, who was unpopu¬ 
lar with the sailors, was obliged to 
take command. Thin the rout bo- 
gun. Admiral NichogutofT’s order* 
were ignored. it was everyone for 
himself 'I he crews of some of the 
ships threatened to kill their officers 
unless they s rrendered. 

Admiral 1 !ojcst\ * nsky confirms 
what is- generally known of the shat¬ 
tering ami scattering of his !eet. lid 
describes the attempt to blow up the 
Orel of er she had sun endcred. He 
•ays tbat a I artv of engineers and 
young officers were surprised by the 
Japanese ju::t as they were about t* 
fire th„* ship's magazine.

Fatal Accident on the Fast Freight 
at Princeton.

DEFIES THE AUTOCRACY. 

Zemstvo Congress Advises People 
to Discuss Reform. 

A despatch from Moscow says: The 
congress of Zemstvoists and Duma- 
sists, after a long debate on Frida*, 
decided to appeal to the masses of 
the people by manifesto urging them 
to discuss the political situation re- 
gurdles9 of the opposition of the au¬ 
thorities yielding only to superior 
force. The discu&'sion on this.subject 
almost led to a split between the 
moderates and extremists The post¬ 
poning of the drafting of the mani¬ 
festo prevented a rupture. 

A resolution condemning the sys¬ 
tematic violation of the rights of the 
Zemstvos and Dumas was adopted 
with a declaration of the determina¬ 
tion “to uphold the national rights 
of man by pacific means, not exclud¬ 
ing non-submission to the authorities 
infringing thoso richts." 

A noteworthy incident of the ses¬ 
sion was the receipt of a resolution 
of sympathy from the union of of¬ 
ficials. hoping the congress would se¬ 
cure freedom of the press and the re¬ 
sponsibility of the Ministers.

British House of Commons Gives 
Third Reading.

I flr*t began the use of a alio with 
tho building of my present one In 
1900, say* John W. Jones. It has 
proven entirely satisfactory from the 
first. At the time I built my silo, I 
received no encouragement from any¬ 
one who had had any practical ex¬ 
perience with a stone silo. All 
claimed that stone was inferior to 
wood, and the majority that silago 
would all rot whenever stone was 
used, unless lined with wood. These 
men all admit to-day that it was 
faulty construction and not the stone 
that spoiled their silage. While dig¬ 
ging for an addition to my bam in 
which I intended to build a silo, I 
struck, upon a bed of rock which it 
was necessary to remove. This fur¬ 
nished mure stone than was needed t^ 
build the foundation of my barn. 
It was at that time that I deter¬ 
mined to build a stone silo. My siia 
is 30 feet deep. The first 18 *eet are 
stone, while tho other 12 are of 
staves, lathed and plastered on the 
Inside with Portland cement. The 
lower or stone portion is 11 feet, 
while the upper port is 12 feet 8 
inches in diameter. It holds about 
60 tons of silage. 

My method of construction is as 
follows: Tho silo wall iw 2 feet thick, 
at the bottom and 18 inches at the 
top. It is plumb on tho inside. The 
walls were built as we would put up 
any plain, frost-proof cellar. None 
of the stones reach entirely through 
the wall, except the caps over the 
doors. Clean, sharp sand and ce¬ 
ments were used in making the mor¬ 
tar. It was mixsd in the following 
proportions: Eight bushels sand, one 
bushel Jamesvllle cement and one- 
tenth bushel Portland cement. If the 
sand is very coarse and clean, nine 
bushels of Jamesville cement should 
be used. It was mixed thoroughly 
before wetting and used immediately. 
The mortar should not lay around 
any length of time after It is wet, as 
It will set and is difficult to handle, 
besides breaking up and making poor 
mortar. 

For facing up the inside of the 
wall, the cement was made of one 
bushel portland cement, one bushel 
Jamesvlllo cement and eight bushels 
sand. After the interior wall was 
thoroughly cemented in this way, it 
was again washod thoroughly with 
a clear portland cement mixed to 
about the consistency of cream. This 
was put on with a brush, very much 
the sail*? wav as Hbse would use 
whitewash. It took two masons five 
days to lay an 18-foot wall and finr 
ish it inside and out. The total 
cost, including the digging, the foun¬ 
dation and my labor did not exceed 
$65. This estimate includes all ma¬ 
terial and labor. It also includes 
the board of the men, estimated at 
50 cents per dav each. 

IMPORTANT POINTS. 

There are but two doors In the 
first 18 feet. These are 2|x3$ feet 
inside measurements. They are bev¬ 
eled to 2 feet, 2 inches by 3 feet, 2 
inches outside measurement. They 
are hinged and swing into the silo. 
The door frames are made of 2-lnch 
hemlock and are 4 inches smaller 
each way outside than inside. 'This 
allows the beveled door to fit on the 
frame tightly and when the silo is 
filled they are firmly in place. We 
have had no difficulty with these 
I doors.

While party serTlc*, and not public 
service, has been made the test for 
license inspectors, party fidelity, and 
not adherence to the law has been 
made the test for license-holders. The 
demoralization of the inspector service 
seems to have been the prelude for the 
demoralizationjof the business nnder 
supervision. The Chatham Press 
takes up the case of the cutting off of 
the Hotel R&nkin license by the com¬ 
missioners of West Kent, and declares 
that this method of administration 
makeejp^litics ths only requisite quali¬ 
fication. This local declaration is 
specially significant, as the tone of 
The Press Is friendly to the Whitney 
Administration. While giving the 
new Government abundant credit for 
its policy and methods, the Press dec 
lares that the cutting off of this hotel 
license and of the Sheldon shop license 
is a smear on an otherwise immaculate 
record. From such local complaints 
it is made evident that in the whole¬ 
sale dismissal of capable and efficient 
license in-pector* the Government had 
a deeper design than the making of 
the inspectorships a spoils of office.

JAPANESE WHALERS. 

**• CavftMt Way Tkey Do Their 
W#rk With Mote and KbItm. 

Whales are captured in nets by the 
Japanese. The whalers put off from 
the shore as quietly as possible, and 
when they come within the proper dis¬ 
tance of their objective the boats, 
which have hitherto worked in couples, 
separate and, dropping their nets as 
they go, work around to the rear and 
flanks of their expected kill. The nets 
are made In large squares, each side 
being about forty feet long. One net 
Is composed of six squares in line, and 
the squares are fastened to each other 
lightly. When all is ready the boats 
which have been worked around to the 
rear of the whale then commence to 
drive him gently toward the nets. Mov¬ 
ing along lastly at first, the whale soon 
realizes that something untoward is 
happening and, hurrying forward, 
dashes on to one of the nets. This is the 
critical moment, and when the fisher¬ 
men see that the whale is well in the 
center of one of the squares they raise 
a great shout and charge in upon him. 

When the whale is about spent a man 
chosen for his strength, activity, pluck, 
coolness and general fitness for his 
work then leaps upon his back and 
with a great triangular shaped knife 
proceeds to cut two great gashes la his 
body Just back of his head. Through 
the underlying blubber and these two 
gashes lie passes a rope and, knotting 
it, makes a loop of it. He then repeats 
the same operation as far back on his 
body as he can. When the fight has 
been completely knocked out of the 
whale, boats range alongside of him, 
and by the help of the loops already 
mentioned the hapless cetacean is 
slung between them in such a manner 
as to minimize the danger of his car¬ 
cass sinking. 

Then the boats form in procession, 
and, making for the shore, there com¬ 
mences the most curious part of the 
whole affair. The whalers, with real 
fervor and in the most solemn manner 
possible, begin a chanting prayer for 
the euse of the departing spirit by call¬ 
ing out “Joraku! Joraku! Jorakul” in 
low, deep tones. Upon the third day 
after the kill a memorial service Is 
held in the village temple, and prayers 
are offered for the repose of the dead 
whale’s soul.

Affalnat All Save *lie Owner the Find¬ 
er’* Title la Perfect. 

In common law’ finding is a qualified 
source of title to goods and chattels. 
Briefly, the law is that the tinder has a 
clear title against all the world, except¬ 
ing the owner. The proprietor of a 
coach or a railroad car or a ship has uc 
right to demand property found on his 
premises. Such proprietors may make, 
in regard to lost articles, regulations 
which will bind their employees, but 
they cannot hind the public. 

The law of finding was declared by 
the king's bench more than a hundred 
years ago (when it was the supreme 
court of common law iu England) as 
follows: 

A person found u wallet containing a 
sum of money on a shop floor, lie 
handed the wallet and contents to the 
shopkeeper to he returned to the own¬ 
er. After three years, during which 
the owner did not call for his properly, 
the flnder demanded of the shopkeeper 
the wallet and the money. The latter 
refused to deliver them upon the 
ground that they were found on his 
premises. The finder then sued the 
shopkeeper, and It was held, as stated 
above, that, against all the world save 
the owner, the title of tin? finder is per 
feet. The finder has bulei-d been held 
to stand in the place of the owner. 
Thus A prevailed iu an uctlon against 
H. who found an article which A had 
originally fouud, hut subsequently lost. 
The police have no esj»eclal rights in 
regard to nrtieles lost unless these 
rights arc conferred by statute. Receiv¬ 
ers of articles found are trustees for 
the owner or finder. In the absence of 
special statute they have no power to 
keep an article against the fiuder any 
more than n tinder bus to retain an ar¬ 
ticle against the owner. 

A finder must, however, use every 
reasonable means to discover the own¬ 
er of found goods before appropriat¬ 
ing them to his own use. It has been 
dcelurefl that if the fiuder knows the 
owner or knows that he can discover 
him he Is guilty of larceny in keeping 
or appropriating to himself the arti¬ 
cles found. 


THE OLD SAILING SHIPS.

The sailing ship when I knew her iu 
the days of her perfection was a sensi¬ 
ble creature. When I say her days of 
perfection I mean perfection of build, 
gear, seaworthy qualities and ease of 
handling, not the perfection of speed: 
That quality reached Its highest ex 
cellenco in the discovery of hollow 
lines and dcparbsl with the change of 
building material. 

Noue of the lrou ships of yesterday 
ever attained the marvela of speed 
which the seamanship of men famous 
In their time had obtained from their 
wooden, copper sheeted predecessor*. 
Everything had been done to make 
the Iron ship perfect, but no wit of 
man hud managed to devise an efficient 
coating composition to ty*ep her l>ot- 
tom clean with the smooth cleanness 
of yellow metal sheeting. After a 
spell of a few weeks at sea an iron 
ship begins to lag os if she had grown 
tired too soon. It is only her liottom 
that is getting foul. 

A very little affects the speed of a 
ship that is not driven on by an untir¬ 
ing propeller. Often it Is Impossible to 
tell what Inconsiderate trifle puts her 
off her stride, certain mysterious* 
ness hangs around the quality of speed 
as It was displayed by the old sailing 
ships commanded by competent sea¬ 
men. In those days the speed was 
still a matter for the seaman's care. 
Therefore, opart from the laws, rules 
and rogulutlons for tho good pseserva-

A SYMBOL OF PEACE. 

Tli«- Dove Hum llnil ThJa HImI I m*I Ion 

In All Since llic Flood. 

The dove has been pictured as the 
bird of peace by writers and artists in 
all the ages since llic time of the flood, 
for the dove has figured in tho sym 
IhiHihiii of many races and of count¬ 
less generations. According to the 
I’ciitury Dictionary, Ihe dove is the 
bird of peace because of the Incident 
n*cord«*d in the eighth chapter of tJen- 
«*sis: ’ And It came to pass ill Ihe end 
of forty days that Noah opened the 
window of the ark which he had made, 
and 1 c sent forth a raven which went 
to and fro until the waters were dried 
up from oft the earth. And he sent 
forth a dove from him to see if the 
waters were abated from olT the faro 
of the ground, but the dove found no 
rest for the sole of her foot, and she 
returned unto him iu the ark. And 
he stayed yet another seven days, and 
again lie sent forth the dove out of the 
ark. and the dove came to him in tin? 
evening, and. lo, iu her mouth was an 
olive leaf plucked <>fl'; so Noah knew 
that the waters were nbiit«*d from off 
the earth.” 

Proper names derived from the dove 
have always been used in the orient 
as descriptive of loveliness and were 
especially applied to beautiful wo¬ 
men. The dove was woven into the 
pagan worship of ancient northern 
Europe, and it has a great place iu 
early Christian life and symbolism. 
From Immemorial time the dove has 
always been a type of innocence to 
the Jews. Elsewhere it has been as 
Mociutcd since the olympian age with 
the higher Idea of Venus ns tho sym 
hoi of natural human affection the 
love that goes with purity and sim¬ 
plicity of heart. It had a part iu mar¬ 
riage scenes and was naturally intro¬ 
duced by early Christian painters Into 
pictures of the Madonna and child and 
of female saints. These qualities of 
gentleness and affection combined with 
their mournful notes made doves 
equally appropriate to moods of sor¬ 
row, and they were a part of the fund

THE JAPANESE EMPIRE 

SOUS FACTS ABOUT ITS FORK 
QF OOVZBVXSKT. 

Information in Snoeinet Form 
Wfcioh Kay bo Woleomo at 
This Tims. 

The official statistics for 1904 gir# 
the total population of the Japanese 
empire os 47,900,000, not Including 
Formosa, which Is reckoned at about 
8,000,000. There aro 4,551 nobles, 
and 226 persons over 100 years old, 
the oldest beiug 112 years. ^At the 
beginning of 1908 there were \4, 896 
foreign residents. 

The theory of the GovcrnmentVof 
Japan has always been that 

country was an absolute monan 
ruled over by the sovereigns of one 
unbroken dynasty, and this theory 
has always been in a sense an actu¬ 
ality, for, though more than one of 
these sovereigns has ruled in name 
only, there has always been a sover¬ 
eign of the imperial line, and he has 
always l>een in theory an autocrat. 

In 1881 the present Emperor ful¬ 
filled a fourteen-year-old promise to 
give his people the benefits of a con¬ 
stitution. The fourteen years that 
elapsed between the promise and its 
fulfilment "were no idle ones, they 
being employed In the gradual re¬ 
moval of aucient customs that bar¬ 
red the way of national progress and 
in searching for intelligence and wis¬ 
dom throughout the world." 

As a constitutional sovereign the 
Emperor remains, as before, 

THE SUPREME HEAD, 
combining in his person all sovereign 
■ rights and exercising all executive 
functions with the advice and assist- 
1 ance of Cabinet Ministers appointed 
by himself and responsible to him 
alone for their administration of af¬ 
fairs. 

i There is also a Privy Council, com¬ 
posed jchielly of ex-Minlsters whom 
t he Emperor can consult on matters 
| of State whenever it is necessary, 
j The declaration of war, the making 
' of peace, the conducing of treaties, 
arc all in the hands of the Emperor, 
i To him also belong the organiza- 
j tiou of all branches of the Govern¬ 
ment service, the appointment and 
disn issal of all offleiuls, the fixing 
' of (heir salaries, the granting of 
titles of nobility, of ranks, orders 
and other emblems of honor, and 
i not only the punishment of criminals 
but also all questions relating to 
pardons, amnesties, commutation of 
punishments and tho rehabilitation 
of disgraced persons. 

The Emperor is in, supreme com¬ 
mand of the army atyl navy. In leg- 
iblative matters he aits through and 
with the advice of the Diet, which 
consists of two houses—Peers and 
Representatives. The summoning, 
opening, closing, proroguing and dis- 
solving of the Diet are of the Emper¬ 
or s prerogatives. 

The existence of the Diet, does not. 
however, limit the legislative power 
! of the Emperor at times when the 
; Diet is not sitting. At such times 
j sudden emergencies may he met by 
! Imperial ordinances having tho ef¬ 
fect of laws. Only these ordinances 
I must never, according to the Con¬ 
stitution, change or modify any of 
the existing laws 

SANCTIONED BY THE DIET. 
Projects of law may be initiated by 
the Government In either of the 
houses of the Diet, and either house 
may make representations to the 
Government or present addresses to 
the Emperor when public busxnsss de¬ 
mands it. The voting of the annua) 
budget Is in the hands of the House 
of Representatives. 

The House of Peers is composed of 
all members of the Imperial family, 
all Princes and Marquises with here¬ 
ditary tenure and of a certuin num¬ 
ber of Counts, Viscounts and Barons,

What promises to be a great move- 
meat in favor of Sunday observance 
was started the other day at the 
meeting of the Canterbury Diocesan 
Conference, presided over by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. A resolu¬ 
tion was adopted requesting the 
Archbishop to appoint a committee 
of laity and clergy to co-ordinate the 
various forces now working in favor 
of the maintenance of the day of 
rest. 

The Nonconformist churches, too, 
will be asked to Join in the move¬ 
ment, and it is hoped that much 
waste and duplication of effort will 
be avoided. 

The resolution as adopted was as 
Hows:— 

"That the increasing disregard and 
gradual secularization of Sunday 
among all classes of tho community 
constitutes a grave national peril, 
and calls for the most serious atten¬ 
tion of the church. 

"Tho conference, therefore, respect- 
full v requests his Grace, the Arch¬ 
bishop. to nominate a committee of 
laity and clergy for the purpose of 
considering what practical means can 
bo adopted by united action, to edu¬ 
cate public opinion on the subject of 
Sunday observance, and to safeguard 
the Christian Sunday, as tho surest 
and most indispensable bulwark of 
tho religious and social liberties of 
England." 

Tho committee when chosen will bo 
a thoroughly representative one. The 
Archbishop declared that it would 
not be confined to the conference or to 
the Diocese of Canterbury, but 
would bo lepresentative of tho entire 
church. He aaked for time to con¬ 
sider its membership before making 
the nominations.

WHERE GIRLsTeaRN HIGHER 
WAGES THAN MEN. 

Making Collars and Cuffs and 
Laundering Are the Chief 
Industries. 

Ths only place in the world (so 
far as the writer has been able to 
discover) where women earn higher 
wages than men is the City of Troy, 
in the State of Now York. The chief 
industries there consist of the mak¬ 
ing of collars and cuffs and the 
laundering of half a State s linen. 
In the factories and laundries are 
employed something like 10,000 girls, 
who earn from $15 to $25 per week, 
according to their Industry axid po¬ 
sitions, while the heads of certain de¬ 
partments are paid as much as $5 a 
day. Men are employed both in col¬ 
lar-making and laundering, but as 
they only attend to the rough work, 
such as running the machinery, stok¬ 
ing, attending to the engines, etc., 
they receive wages which do not 
average more than $10 or $11 n 
week all the year round. 

A short time ago the head women 
of certain factories and laundries in 
Troy arranged a mammoth entertainr 
ment and dance, which was unique in 
its way. It took place in the biggest 
hall in Troy, and was attended by 
about 4,000 girls and some 500 
men. Each girl contributed $1 to¬ 
wards tho entertainment, which en¬ 
titled her to bring a gentleman 
friend if she chose. 

ONLY ONE GIRL IN EIGHT, 
however, was able to secure an es¬ 
cort, and it is declared by those who 
ought to know that some men re¬ 
ceived as many as thirty or forty in* 
vitations.

The 
electors are male Japanese subjects 
of not less than 23 years of age, who 
hive paid ten yen (about $5 in 
American money) at least in Imperi¬ 
al taxes for one year previously if 
on land for two veers if in other 
taxes. 

Candidates must be male Japanese 
subjects of not less than 30 years of 
age. The following are disqualified: 
Officers of the Imperial household, 
judges, public auditors, revenue col¬ 
lectors, police officials, officers In 
either of the services (army and 
navy), priests, teachers of prlmiry 
schools, officials connected with the 
elections, bankrupts and all who

UNDER CRIMINAL SENTENCE. 

The president of either house re¬ 
ceives a salary of 5.000 yen (about 
£2,300 *in our money) per annum:

Ministers of State and 
Governmental Delegates have the 
right to appear at anv time in either 
house of the Diet and to address the 
members.

An ofllesr who wot on board tho 
Japanese cruiser Takasago, which 
sank after striking a mine, and the 
fortitude of whose crew has oxcltod 
such admiration, tells tho following 
story of the disaster: 

"The Takasago,* fresh from the 
Kure dockyard, where she had been 
undergoing repairs, steamed straight 
to tho mouth of the Pechili Gulf at 
the beginning of December, and on 
Dec. 11 she was ordered to wait for 
a collier at a point off Port Arthur. 
Tho collier, however, did not put in 
an appearance, owing to tho rough 
weather. On the 12th the sea was 
still high, and there were no signs 
of the collier. During the day the 
cruiser drifted with tho waves, and 
at night cruised slowly at tho en¬ 
trance of the Pechili Gulf. She was 
not accompanied by any other ves¬ 
sel. At 9 p,m. half of tho crew were 
allowed to take a recess, and the 
men lay down upon tho docks in 
their uniforms. 

STRUCK DEADLY MINE. 

It was an intensely cold night, 
with a gulo and snow. At two min¬ 
utes past midnight, when at a point 
twenty-five nautical miles south of 
Port Arthur, and on the eastern clde 
of the Mlatao Islands, she struck a 
mine on her lar-board side, and a 
terrible explosion occurrod, the sea 
leaping high above the ship. The 
crew took up their emergency posi¬ 
tions. Tho mine had made a broach 
about six feet in diameter in tho 
middle of tho water line of the left 
side. The water rushed In with tre¬ 
mendous force, and the ship listed to 
tho loft. Capt. Ishibashi was on the 
bridge, and Commander Nakayama 
beside him. 

Tho crow worked hard to stop the 
inrush of the water, but in vain. In 
order to right the vessel, coal and 
other heavy article* on tho left side 
wore throw'n overboard, but the ship 
continued to list more heavily. Thero 
was no vessel in sight, so that tho 
fate of the ship, as woll as that of 
the crew, seemed sealed. 

AWAITED DEATH. 

"Fifteen minutes after striking tho 
mine all the electric lights on board 
wore suddenly extinguished and 
everything was enveloped in dark¬ 
ness. with the exception of a light 
on tho bridge and the glare of tho 
rockets telling of tho disaster. Owing 
to the list the boats on the star- 
bourd side could not be launched, 
with the exception of one. Of those 
on the larboard side a steam launch 
was destroyed, and only a cutter and 
one other boat were uvailuble. 

"At 12.42 a m. tho vessel commun¬ 
icated the disaster to our squadron 
by means of wireless telegraph, und 
the crew hnd nothing to do but to 
await the sinking of the vessel. 

"Capt. Ishibashi, on the fore 
bridge, addresHod tho crow, 500 in 
number, who hud assembled on the 
upper deck, saying that everyone on 
board should equip himself with a 
life-belt. He continued: ‘No one 
must leave tho ship until she sinks. 
Wo will together share the fate of 
the vessel.’ After this speech there 
was solemn silence. At 1 u.pi. the 
crew sang the national unthem, and 
at the instance of Capt. Ishibashi, 
rousing banzuis were shouted for tho 
Emperor, the empire, and the navy. 
Then the crew sung a naval song 
styled ‘Gallant Sailors.' On the con¬ 
clusion of this song the crew were 
permitted to smoke.

TROLLEY UNDER CHANNEL. 

The Tunnel Project Has Been 
Revived. 

The close agreement which has been 
reached between Great Britain and 
Franco and the establishment of an 
entente cordiale has revived the idea 
of the building of a tunnel unde*r tho 
English Channel. M. Bretton, the 
engineer who had charge of the oper¬ 
ations on the French side of the 
Channel, ami subsequently paid a 
vb.li to the works at Sangatte. 
a> out seven miles on the coast west 
of Calais, under the shelter of Cape 
Blac No*, states that a strong ef¬ 
fort is being made to open work 
again. The French Channel tunnel 
works are on u scale which quite put 
into the shade the Channel tunnel 
works at the foot of Shakespeare’s 
ClitT, Dover. The tunnel on the 
French side is constructed for about 
three-quarters of n mile under tho 
sea in the grey chalk formation, and, 
except that water has been allowed 
to accumulate from the "weeping” of 
the unprotected strata, the tunnel 
is in practically the same condition 
as when the work was stopped some 
year* ago. This Jji ulso tho case 
with, the tunnel heading at Dover, 
which runs about n mile to sea. 

M. Bretton said that it is proposed 
to make a double lin*’ through the 
tunnel, and the distance would be 
covered in ul out half-on-hour, electri¬ 
city being the motive power. The tun- 
ml could he driven at fifty feet a day 
nnd could be completed in from three 
to five years, according to circum¬ 
stances. From the engineering point 
of view, M. Bretton thought tho 
construction of a Channel tunnel 
would be comparatively simple. 


ALIENS RULE EAST LONDON. 

Have Driven Britons From 
Trades Centred There. 

The annual report of tho Chief in¬ 
spector of Factories of Great Brituin 
contains several interesting reference* 
to the inllux of foreigners to the 
trade** of London. 

The women inspectors have parti¬ 
cularly noticed this displacement of 
the native born British subject in 
the East-End wholesale clothing, 
dressmaking and other trades. In 
Stepney preference is shown for for¬ 
eign workpeople. 

There is no sign yet of uny inflow 
of foreign workers to the retail 
drcsbitiuking trade of the West-End. 
The extent to which this trade now 
pervades the West-End is revealed by 
one of the inspectors. There is hard¬ 
ly u street in thut district, she says, 
without one or more, und sometimes 
many retail dressmakers. They give 
employment to crowds of women and 
young girls, who flock westward 
daily from the suburbs.

THE DANCE HAD ITS ORIGIN EITHER 
IN FRANCE OR GERMANY. 

Its Introduction Into England Canned 
• Grant Scandal In That Country 
and For n Tint# find Fashionable 
Society In an Uproar. 

No exact date can be ascribed to tbe 
Introduction of the waits into England 
from France. In 1800 Gilray published 
a caricature of a couple waltzing, 
with the note that "this was intended 
for a quiz upon the tbeu foreign dance, 
waltzing." Again In 1810 the tame art¬ 
ist published another sketch, entitled 
"La Walse, Le Bon Genre." with the 
note, "The walse was at this time new 
In England and Just coniing Into fash¬ 
ion.” 

Tbe fame, or, rather, notoriety, of tbe 
new dauce had, however, reached 
England some years previously. Dr. 
Burney bad seen it danced in Baris In 
1780 and was moved to write, "How 
uneasy an English mother would feel 
to see her daughter so unfamillarly 
treated and still more to note the 
obliging manner in which the free¬ 
dom is returned by the females." 

Ralkes in bis journal declares that 
"no event ever produced so great a 
sensation in English society as the in¬ 
troduction of the German waltz," 
which he attributes to Baron Neu¬ 
mann and others about the year 1811. 
He relates how tbe mornings, widen 
had hitherto been dedicated to loung¬ 
ing in tbe park, were now absorbed at 
home in practicing the figures of a 
French quadrille or whirling a chair 
round tbe room to learn tbe step and 
measure of the German waltz. 

It was danced at Almack’s by a few 
Yery bold spirits, notably Lord Palmer- 
•tou, Mine, de Lteven, Princess Ester- 
hazy and Baron Neumann, and thus 
became a matter of exhibition, tbe 
whole company standing on benches to 
view tlic performance. 

However, tbe antiwaltzing party took 
tbe alarm and cried It down. Mothers 
forbade it, and every ballroom became 
a s<eno of feud and contention. How 
profound was Its unpopularity In cer¬ 
tain quarters is proved by tbe pasqui¬ 
nades leveled against It Tbe famous 
seven lines commencing

Provence was its 
birthplace, aud it was first introduced 
at the court of Henry II. at Fontaine¬ 
bleau In 1555 by the Comte de Saulte, 
who is said to have invented it, for 
many called it La Volta de Saulte, and 
the name is suitable both because of 
the etymology of the word aud the 
character of the dance. 

It enjoyed a great run through it 
France aud even penetrated to Scot- 
laud, where it met with furious opposi¬ 
tion, oue writer averring that Its im¬ 
portation iuto France had been effect¬ 
ed by the power of witches. Mary Stu¬ 
art once exhibited her agility In tills 
dance, but she was careful not to re¬ 
peat the experiment, aud this was 
about the last heard of it. 

The ease for Germany Is that the 
first waltz tune appeared In 1070 In a 
popular song called “O du lleber Au¬ 
gustin.” From Germany the dance 
made its way to Vicuna aud was Intro¬ 
duced iuto the opera, while by and by 
It found Its way to France, whence It 
came to England—'“the lusldious waltz, 
this Imp of Germany, brought up In 
France.” 

The waltz when first danced in Lon¬ 
don was a slow movement a trols 
temps, and the early English waltz 
compositions were very poor. Strauss 
came to London In 1837 to play at Al¬ 
nwick's, and his waltz music created a 
perfect furore. It killed the old trols 
temps waltz, and the deux temps 
usurped Its place. Now that the fasci¬ 
nation of the waltz Is all powerful. It Is 
difficult to realize the commotion its In¬ 
troduction caused.—Loudon Globe.
